Write a “Singable’’ Verse. 


To writs poetry is one thing; to write verses for 
songs is another. As many an aspiring poet has dix 

the two things are widely differcnt, 

Between the songwriter and the publisher stands 
one very important person, as full of fads and whims as 
anything homan, and that is the singer. The poet 
writing verses for songs has to keep this personage con- 
stantly in mind,and make all allowances for every {: 
or his work cannot find acceptance. 

Singers practically lay down the law to the sung- 
writer, even to the use of his words, Had Shakespeare 
come along nowadays with a batch of his beat sonnets, 
and asked a singer to sing them as written, be vould be 
met with the reply:

The other vowels, though they may of course be used, 
are sources of constant trouble. For instance, abnor 
the vowels which the songwriter has to be most care!
